RESTRICTION OF RESALE 


The Board of Trade make the following announcement relating 
to the administration of the Price-Controlled Goods (Restriction 
of Resale) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 6 June 1942, page 280) :— . 

1. Goods for Export.—The Board are advised that this Order 
does not apply to goods intended for export (except as packing 
materials for, or containers of, other goods). Transactions 
otherwise prohibited by the Order do not contravene its provi- 
sions if the trader concerned can prove that, at the time of his 
re-sale, he had reasonable cause to believe that the goods were 
intended for export. If he cannot prove this a licence under the 
Order is required by that trader if he wishes to sell the goods 
at a price exceeding the price which he paid for them, unless he 
bought them as first purchaser from the manufacturer or importer 
or intends selling them by retail to the public. The exception 
provided in Section 1 of the Order will, however, apply in these, 
as in other, circumstances. 

2. Goods Bought from Manufacturers.—The Board are pre- 
pared, for purposes of the Order, to treat as goods bought from 
the manufacturer thereof cloth bought directly from any person 
who has procured or permitted’ yarn or cloth belonging to him 
to be subjected to any process whereby that cloth was produced. 


EXPORT LICENSING 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 26) ORDER, 
1942 
MACHINERY 


The Board of Trade announce that under the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 26) Order, 1942, particulars of which were given 
in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 13 June 1942, page 290, 
applications to export certain types of machinery should be 
sent to the appropriate Export Groups. Applications should 
also show the symbol, number and period of authorisation for

the steel from which the machinery is manufactured together 
with the Export Group reference or other evidence of Depart- 
mental approval of the order. 

The types of machinery for which the above procedure is 
applicable are as follows :— 

Air conditioning appliances and machinery, incorporating 
fans or blowers. 

Conveyors, cranes, hoists, lifts, stackers, telphers, trans- 
porters and other elevating, handling, hauling, lifting, 
loading, unloading, and winding machinery. 

Dredging, earth moving, mining and quarrying machinery. 

Hydraulic machinery other than machine tools. 

Machinery of a kind used for the milling and treatment of 
grain. 

Machinery of the kind used for agitating, crushing, grinding, 
mixing, separating, screening, sifting, sorting or 
washing mineral products. 

Pneumatic machinery other than machine tools. 

Applications to export stone working machinery should be 
sent to the Export Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 
Inveresk House, 346 Strand, London, W.C.2, but these will not, 
normally, be entertained. 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 27) ORDER, 
1942 


Rayon Prece-Goops AND HOSIERY 
Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 27) Order 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1135, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
6 July 1942, control is extended to cover woven piece-goods and 
hosiery of artificial silk. 

1. Licences will in future be required to export the following 

classes of goods to all destinations :— 
Woven piece-goods wholly of artificial silk exceeding 
18 inches in width or cut to a width of 18 inches or less, 
whether or not coated, impregnated, or in any other way 
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treated or operated upon, but not including oilskin 
fabric. 


2. The existing licensing requirements with respect to certain 
knitted, netted or crocheted goods wholly or mainly of cotton are 
superseded by the provisions that licences will, in future, be 
required to export :— 


Knitted, netted or crocheted goods (other than lace or lace 
net and articles made wholly or mainly of lace and lace 
net) wholly or mainly of cotton, artificial silk or cotton 
and artificial silk, the following :— 

Articles of apparel (whether cut, wrought or seamless 
but not including fabric gloves) complete or incom- 
plete, and shaped material for making into apparel. 
Piece-goods of any width or length. Stockinette sacks, 
bags and wrappers. 


3. The existing control in respect of certain knitted, netted 
or crocheted goods wholly or mainly of wool or of wool and cotton, 
has been extended to cover all such goods (unless specified else- 
where in the Schedule of Controlled Goods) made wholly or 
partly of wool. 

4. Woven Piece-Goods. A system of buying and market 
allocations will be administered by the Cotton Board, who will 
make an announcement about these arrangements as soon as 
they are ready to receive applications for export licences. 
Exporters should not apply for export licences until they are 
requested to do so. 

5. Hosiery. Licences will be granted for limited exports of 
knitted fabric piece-goods on the basis of returns obtained 
from knitters by the Rayon and Silk Association and the Hosiery 
Rationing Committees. In the case of all other types of rayon 
hosiery, applications for licences to export goods already manu- 
factured or in course of manufacture on the date of the Order 
will be considered individually. Applications for export licences 
in respect of orders not yet started and in respect of new orders 
will also be considered individually but such orders should not 
be put in hand for export until it is known whether an export 
licence can be granted. 

6. The existing licensing policy with respect to exports of 
stockings and socks, wholly or mainly of cotton, artificial silk 
or cotton and artificial silk remains unchanged by the provisions 
of this Order. 


ADJUSTMENTS TO CLOTHES RATIONING 
SYSTEM 


The public must be able to plan their clothing purchases well 
ahead. For this reason it is the policy of the Board of Trade to 
avoid altering coupon values. But there are times when adiust- 
ments have to be made in order to correct anomalies or overcome 
administrative difficulties. A number of such changes, of which 
those given below are the main items of general interest, has just 
been brought into force by the Consumer Rationing (No. 11) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1121, price 4d.). 


Children’s boots and shoes (excluding goloshes, plimsolls, bedroom 
slippers, sandals and certain sports’ footwear) have been raised 
from 2 to 3 coupons and infants’ footwear of size 4 and upwards from 
1 to 2 coupons. The original coupon ratings were on the low side and 
demand, instead of being reduced or at least stabilised under ration- 
ing, has substantially increased. The boot and shoe industry has 
also increased its production of children’s footwear ; but raw material 
and labour obviously set limits on the increase which is practicable. 
The higher coupon ratings are necessary to keep demand within 
those limits. 

Velveieen and corduroy garments, being made from cotton, have 
until now been rated at fewer couyfons than woollen garments. But 
they are warm and durable; and they have proved such good 
“coupon bargains”’’ that the demand for them has far exceeded 
the supply. They have therefore been raised to the same coupon 
ratings as woollen garments, except for men’s corduroy and fustian 
working trousers and breeches in the lower price ranges. 

A number of fabrics used mainly for curtains and furnishings have 
up till now been coupon-free. But women have discovered that some 
of these materials make excellent dresses. In future they will only 
be able to get them if they give up coupons. . i 

Owing to the acute shortage of rubber, gum boots suitable for 
industrial use can now be spared only for workers and only for those 
of them who must have these boots for their jobs. These workers 
will be given buying permits by County War Agricultural Com- 
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mittees (for farm workers), Factory Inspectors (for factory workers) 
or other appropriate authorities. The holder of a permit will have to 
surrender it to the shop together with coupons (2 or 4 per pair according 
to the type of boot). Traders must not sell these boots except 
where a permit is surrendered, and will have to pass the permits 
(and the appropriate number of coupons) back to their suppliers in 
order to get replacements, 

A similar system of permits will be applied to miners’ and other 
industrial safety boots. 

Among the other changes are some which favour the consumer, 
Women in particular will be glad to get some kinds of household 
overalls for fewer coupons. This reduction and also that of 1 coupon 
in the rating of officers’ tunics have been made possible by the recent 
introduction of style simplifications. 


CLOTHES RATIONING ADJUSTMENTS 


The Consumer Rationing (No. 10) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1120, price 1d.) brought into operation the coupon 
banking arrangements, particulars of which were given in the 
“* Board of Trade Journal ” of 13 June 1942, page 291, and makes 
these arrangements compulsory for traders on and after June 22 
1942. 


FURNISHING FABRICS 
PROHIBITIONS ON NON-ESSENTIAL TEXTILES 


In order to prevent the use of yarn in the manufacture of cloths 
which are not strictly essential, and the use of cloth in the 
manufacture of non-essential goods, the Miscellaneous Textiles 
(Manufacture and Supply) Directions 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1151, price 1d.) have been made under the Apparel and 
Textiles Order, 1942. Under these directions no trader may 
manufacture any furnishing fabrics of the kinds included in 
group (1) or group (2), and he may not supply group (1) fabric 
except 

for Government orders, 

for export, 

to other persons included in the Register of Manufacturers 
of woven non-wool cloth on the list of registered 
exporters (for Class A), 

to retail customers, or 

under licence from the Board of Trade. 


The present arrangements for the supply of cloth to other persons 
for export, and also for allowing wholesalers to pass on cloth 
received from manufacturers (S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 1734 and 
1811, 1d. each), are continued in force. 

Consideration will be given to applications from manufacturers 
and wholesalers for licences to supply fabrics of these kinds from 
stock. 

The directions also supersede the provisions of the Consumer 
Rationing Order with regard to the manufacture of unrationed 
goods; the prohibition on the manufacture of bedspreads, 
table cloths, table napkins, fancy drapery and certain other 
goods under the Consumer Rationing Order has come to an end, 
but is replaced by a corresponding prohibition under these 
directions. Full details of the prohibited goods, and explana- 
tions of the effect of the prohibition will be found in the directions 
and the explanatory notes published with them. 


UTILITY APPAREL AND CLOTH PRICES 


UTILITY APPAREL (MAXIMUM PRICES AND 
CHARGES) (No. 4) ORDER, 1942, AND UTILITY 
CLOTH (MAXIMUM PRICES) (No. 3) ORDER, 1942 


The Board of Trade have made these two Orders (S. R. & 0. 
1942 Nos. 1084 and 1085, price 2d. and Id. respectively), fixing 
the maximum margins of profit which may be taken by distri- 
butors of utility cloth and apparel (other than footwear) for 
which maximum prices have not been fixed in the Maximum 
Price Orders at present in force. The Orders will automatically 
limit distributors’ margins for any utility apparel or cloth, for 
which manufacturers, and makers-up prices are or may be 
specified by Directions under - Apparel and Textiles Order, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 30 May 1942, 
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page 271). No overriding maxima are fixed in either of the two 
new Orders, which are merely intended to extend to new specifica- 
tions of Utility apparel and cloth, the same percentages for 
distributors’ margins as those which are at present in force for 
Utility apparel and cloth under the existing Orders which will, 
of sourse, continue in force. 

The general provisions of the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices 
and Charges) (No. 4) Order, 1942,-are broadly the same as the 
Ne. 2 and No. 3 Orders (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
18 April 1942, page 212, and of 30 May 1942, page 276), except 
that the new Order does not cover the prices which may be 
charged by manufacturers for goods of their own manufacture. 
Such prices will in future be specified from time to time in Direc- 
tions made by the Board of Trade under the Apparel and Textiles 
Order, 1942. 

The provisions of the Utility Cloth (Maximum Prices) (No. 3) 
Order, 1942, are on the same lines as those already included in 
the Utility Cloth (Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ”’ of 18 April 1942, page 212, and of 9 May 1942, 
page 242). 


PURCHASE TAX (EXEMPTIONS) (No. 2) 
ORDER 1942 
UTILITY FOOTWEAR 

In order to avoid the inconvenience of having in retailers’ 
hands some Utility footwear subject to Purchase Tax, and some 
not so subject, the Treasury have made the Purchase Tax 
(Exemptions) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1044, 
price 1d.), remitting the tax on these articles as from 1 June. 
It should, however, be emphasised that while some Utility 
footwear can be expected to appear in the shops during the next 
month or so, substantial supplies can only be expected to be 
available to the public when there has been time for the produc- 
tion to get well under way. 

{t should also be pointed out that although Purchase Tax is 
not chargeable on Utility footwear, the full number of coupons 
will have to be surrendered in accordance with the present scale. 


PURCHASE TAX 


UTILITY CLOTH AND 
RETAILERS 

For the guidance of traders, the Board of Trade announce 
that retailers will be allowed to continue, after the date on which 
Purchase Tax is removed from utility cloth and clothing (3 
August 1942) and until 30 September 1942, to sell stocks of such 
goods on which Purchase Tax has been paid at prices which , 
include the amount of tax paid on each article. . 

After 30 September, retailers will only be permitted to add 
Purchase Tax to the price at which any utility goods are sold, 
no matter when they were taken into stock, if they comply with 
certain conditions. These conditions are :— 


NOTICE TO CLOTHING 


1. that a bill, check or receipt must be given to the purchaser 

of the goods ; 

2. that this bill, check or receipt must contain 

(a) a statement that Purchase Tax has been paid on the 
goods and 

(b) a reference (by means of a code number or otherwise) 
to the invoice relating to the purchase of the goods 
by the retailer from the trader who supplied them ; 

3. that the bill, check or receipt given by the retailer to the 

purchaser of the goods bears a number or other identifica- 
tion mark which the retailer must after the sale enter on 
or attach to the invoice relating to the purchase of the 
goods by him from his supplier. 

The effect of this arrangement will be that whenever after 
30 September a retailer charges a price for utility goods which 
includes Purchase Tax, the receipt which must be given to the 
customer must enable the goods sold to be traced back to the 
retailer's supplier’s invoice and the retailer must himself link 
up the receipt which he gives for every such sale with his sup- 
plier’s invoice. By this means it should be possible, if any ques- 
tion arises, to establish that the goods forming the subject of 
the transaction have in fact borne Purchase Tax. 

This arrangement will only apply from 1 October until 31 
January 1943. After the latter date traders will be required to 
sell all utility goods, whether tax has been paid on them or not, 
at prices not exceeding the maximum price, exclusive of tax, 
which will be laid down by the revised Maximum Price Orders, 
to be issued before 3 August. 

This notice is issued to traders in order that, if they are likely 
to have utility goods on which tax has been paid and which they 
will wish to sell after 30 September at prices including tax, 
they may begin now to make the necessary arrangements for 
complying with the conditions laid down. 





Announcements— Continued. 
MADE-UP UNDERWEAR 
NOTICE TO MANUFACTURERS AND TRADERS 


It has come to the notice of the Board of Trade that certain 
makers-up of underwear are offering sets comprising two or three 
utility garments at inclusive set prices. 

If purchasers ask for garments made up into sets, it is per- 
missible to sell them in this way ; but it should be clearly under- 
stood that each garment must be separately priced, and that these 
prices must not exceed the appropriate overriding maxima laid 
down for these garments in the Utility Apparel (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) (No. 3) Order, 1942 (see the ‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ of 30 May 1942, page 276). The separate prices 
must be quoted to the purchaser at his request. 

Where maximum prices are laid down in the Order quoted 
above for garments made up into sets, these, and not the total 
of the prices laid down for the garments if sold separately, are 
the maximum prices which may be charged. 


PLIMSOLLS 


Owing to the shortage of rubber it is necessary to reserve 
manufacturers’ and wholesalers’ stocks of plimsolls for the 
essential physical training needs of schools, youth service 
organisations and athletic clubs. Consequently the sale of 
plimsolls has been prohibited, with effect from 15 June 1942, 
except to members of the public purchasing retail or against 
certificates issued by the Board of Education, Scottish Education 
Department or Northern Ireland Ministry of Education. The 
effect of this is that retailers will still be able to supply the public 
out of their stock, but will be unable to receive further supplies 
from manufacturers or wholesalers. Special conditions will be 
fixed for the sale of plimsolls by mixed businesses. 

This prohibition is contained (with other provisions) in the 
Footwear (Rubber and Industrial) Directions, 1942 (8. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1119, price 1d.) made under the Apparel and Textiles 
Order. Enquiries from traders regarding the Directions should be 
addressed to the Board of Trade, Marsham Court, Bournemouth ;

KNITTED GOODS (MANUFACTURE SUPPLY 
DIRECTIONS), 1942 


A General Licence (8S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1117, price 1d.) has 
been made under the Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) 
Directions 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 30 May 
1942, page 272), to continue the existing arrangements whereby 
the supply of stockings and socks containing silk may be 
authorised for export or for the home market by the British 
Silk Stockings Corporation Limited. 


CONCENTRATION OF PRODUCTION 
PAPER BOX AND CARTON INDUSTRY 


In consultation with the British Paper Box Manufacturers’ 
Federation and the British Carton Association, concentration in 
the above industry, hitherto not pursued beyond the voluntary 
stage, is now undergoing further review. The object of this review 
is to produce a comprehensive concentration scheme which will 
cover the industry as a whole and will, it is hoped, result in the 
production of the required quantity of boxes and cartons for 
essential purposes with the greatest economy of labour and 
manufacturing capacity. 

In order to assist with the technical aspects of such a scheme 
the Board have appointed three Advisers with practical 
experience of the industry, Mr. W. 8S. Aldhouse, Chairman of the 
Federation, with Mr. A. E. Terry, a former Chairman of the 
Federation, will deal with the rigid box side, while Mr. H. G. 
Tanner, Chairman of the Association, will deal with the carton 
side of the industry. These advisers will shortly be examining 
the industry region by region and will make recommendation to 
the Board of Trade on any further measures of concentration 
which can be effected. On the basis of these recommendations it 
is anticipated that a further number of nucleus establishments 
will be nominated, in most cases with the proviso that these 
establishments shall undertake the production of transferring 
firms on terms to be mutually agreed. All firms within the 
nucleus group will, of course, receive the protection and other 
benefits afforded by a Nucleus Certificate. 

Establishments engaged solely on the manufacture of compo- 
site containers or fibreboard packing cases are not regarded as 
coming within the scope of this concentration scheme. 

All firms engaged to any degree whatsoever in paper box 
and/or carton manufacture, regardless of the size of their 
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production, will be required to furnish to the Board of Trade 
certain specified information relative to their production. For 
this purpose a return (Form P. B. & C.) is being sent to all firms 
known to be engaged in this type of production. This return 
must be completed and rendered to the Board of Trade not later 
than 4 July 1942, and firms who fail to render the return by the 
due date or who furnish incorrect information will be liable to 
prosecution under the Defence Regulations. Should any firms 
in this industry not have received such a form by 23 June 1942, 
application should be made without delay to the Assistant 
Secretary, Department I.M.4, Board of Trade, Millbank, 8.W.1. 

On receipt of these returns the Board of Trade will then 
consider the question of establishing any category of box and/or 
carton making firms which should be granted the option of 
remaining outside the scheme. If it is decided to exempt certain 
categories of firms from concentration, firms falling within such 
categories will be notified of their position. 

All other firms in the industry will be required to participate 
in the concentration scheme and in the event of any firms failing 
to do so it must be distinctly understood that they will be 
liable— 


(1) to have their entire labour force withdrawn. 

(2) to have no further Government contracts placed with 
them, and , 

(3) to have their raw material supplies curtailed or even 
discontinued, 


CLOTHES RATIONING AND HOME TIMBER 
PRODUCTION WORKERS 


Arrangements have already been made to enable registered 
forestry workers to purchase certain articles of protective 
clothing coupon-free. 

For the time being, home timber production workers who work 
in exposed conditions, and who are not already included in this 
scheme, can purchase unlined oilskin garments, and in exceptional 
cases lined oilskin garments, without coupons on presentation 
of a certificate signed by an authorised official. 

Certificates on behalf of workers employed by private firms 
will be issued by the Assistant Area Officer, Timber Control, 
from whom forms of application should be obtained. Certificates 
on behalf of workers employed by the Home Timber Production 
Department will be issued by the Divisional Officer of the Home 
Timber Production Department. Before being granted a coupon- 
free Certificate, workers must satisfy the certifying officer that 
the clothing is essential for their safety and health. 

Traders may treat these certificates as coupon-equivalent 
documents valid for the purchase by them of any rationed goods 
of an equivalent coupon value. 


LACE CURTAIN INDUSTRY 


When Sir Cecil Weir met the directors of British Lace Furnish- 
ing Ltd., and representatives of the lace curtain operatives’ 
unions, he congratulated the industry on its success in adapt- 
ing its capacity to war needs and obtaining a substantial 
volume of Government orders. As a result of their enterprise it 
appeared that, contrary to earlier expectation, the industry 
would be able to continue at or near its present leve] of produc- 
tion, despite the prohibition of production of the home civilian 
trade. About half the factories in the industry, both in Scotland 
and in the Nottingham district, would continue in operation and 
would take over, as branches of British Lace Furnishings, Ltd., 
the production of the firms which close. The transfer of the 
operatives would be arranged in consultation with the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service. 


COTTON AND RAYON CERTIFICATES 


The issue to designated clothiers of Key Certificates in respect 
of their cotton and rayon utility cloth requirements will take 
place during the week beginning 22 June. 

During the period 1-21 July, makers up must place their orders 
with merchant convertors whose names appear in the list which 
will be sent to them with their Certificates. Makers up who 
experience difficulty in placing their orders should at once get in 
touch with the Utility Cloth Office, 81 Fountain Street, Man- 
chester. 


EMPLOYERS HOLDING ‘“ MARGARINE ”’ 
COUPONS 


Employers who bave collected “ margarine ’’ coupons from 
their workers for protective and uniform clothing will not be 
able to make use of them after 30 June 1942. 

Employers who do not wish to purchase further clothing with 
such coupons until after 30 June must send the coupoms before 
that date to the Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, Telephone 
House, Bournemouth, who will exchange them for vouchers of 
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longer validity. Coupons sent for this purpose must be accom. 
panied by a statement of the number, and a certificate that they 
have been collected from wearers before 31 May 1942, for protec. 
tive or uniform clothing. No exchange will be made if such a 
certificate does not accompany the application, and the arrange. 
ment will cease to have effect after 30 June. 


LAUNDRY CHARGES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Laundry (Maximum 
Charges) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1025, price 1d.) 
fixing the maximum charges which may be made for the launder- 
ing of articles of personal and domestic use in several areas of 
England and Scotland. The maximum charge to be made in 
each area is expressed in the form of the maximum percentage 
addition to the pre-war charges which may be made by any 
laundry in that area. 

Laundry charges throughout the country were fixed at the level at 
which they stood in the week beginning 1 September 1941, pending 
further recommendations from the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee. As a result of the Committee’s recommendations permitted 
increases in the London area and in the West of Scotland have 
already been fixed by the Laundry (Maximum Charges) Order, 
1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 25 April 1942, page 224), 

The present Order lays down the permitted additions which may 
be made to pre-war charges in more areas. These additions range 
from 10 per cent. at one end of the scale to 25 per cent. at the other, 
according to the varying increases in laundry costs in the different 
districts and the appropriate figure for any particular district is set 
out in the Order or can be ascertained by enquiry from any Local 
Price Regulation Committee. 

The charges in those areas not yet separately specified in the 
Schedule to the two Laundry (Maximum Charges) Orders remain 
at the level of 1 September 1941, until the inclusion of such areas in 
the Schedule. 


TOILET PREPARATIONS 


There has been some speculation recently about Buard of 
Trade plans for controlling toilet preparations. This is entirely 
premature, for while the Board has been considering a number 
of suggestions for controlling the future production of cosmetics 
after the Limitation of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) Orders 
(No. 2) 1941 and (No. 3), 1942 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1686, 
price 2d., and S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1031, price 1d.) come to an 
end on 31 July, no decisions have yet been made. 

To assist the Board in formulating a plan for the industry, an 
Advisory Committee of the Trade has been nominated, and 
discussions with that Committee are now taking place. The

SHIPMENT OF GOODS AFTER EXPIRY OF 
EXPORT LICENCES 


WITHDRAWAL OF CONCESSION 


The Board of Trade and the Commissioners of Customs and 


Excise announce that it has been found necessary to withdraw | 


the concession under which goods have hitherto been allowed 
to be shipped after the date of expiry of the relative export 
licence, provided that they were pre-entered with the Customs 
before that date. 

On and after 1 July next goods must be shipped within the 


period of validity of an export licence. Where, however, Customs | 


Officers are satisfied that the goods to be exported under export 
licence had been pre-entered with the Customs and had reached 
the loading berth before the licence had expired but had been 
shut out through circumstances beyond the exporter’s control, 
a period of grace not exceeding fifteen days may be allowed. 

Holders of export licences should therefore be careful to note 
the date of expiry of the licence, and if there appears to be no 
prospect of shipping the goods before the licence expires, they 
should apply to the issuing authority for the renewal of the 
licence at least a fortnight before the date of expiry. 


SHIPMENTS TO PORTUGUESE AFRICA, ETC., 
VIA PORTUGAL 


The Board of Trade and the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise draw attention to the fact that under the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 22) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’ 
of 2 May 1942, page 230) all goods exported to Portugal require 
export licences as from 19 May last. 

In so far as many consignments for Portuguese East Africa

and other African destinations are transhipped at Lisbon, 
attention is drawn to the fact that export licences are necessary 
in all such cases. Any pre-entries presented to the Customs un- 
accompanied by export licences for goods destined for Portuguese 
possessions in Africa must bear a declaration that the goods will 
not be transhipped at Lisbon. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY

CONTROL OF FERTILISERS 


The Minister of Supply, in consultation with the Minister of 
Agriculture, has made the Control of Fertilisers (No. 22) Order, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1110, price 1d.), which prohibits 
farmers from acquiring phosphatic or potassic fertilisers for 
delivery in England and Wales except 


(a) for delivery before 1 September 1942, for application either 
to growing crops or to crops sown or planted before that 
date, or—in the case of basic slag—to crops sown or 
planted before 1 January 1943 or 

(6) under the authority of a permit issued by a County War 
Agricultural Executive Committee, or, 


(c) under the authority of a licence issued by the Minister of 


Supply. 

The intention of the Order is to secure through the County War 
Agricultural Executive Committees an even distribution of available 
supplies of fertilisers amongst all farmers. Details of the distribution 
arrangements will be issued by the Ministry of Agriculture. 

Consequentially on the making of the Control of Fertilisers (No. 22) 
Order, 1942, the system of obtaining supplies of fertilisers under the 
provisions of the Control of Fertilisers (No. 12) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 909, price 2d.) will be suspended in England and Wales, 
but will continue to have effect in Scotland. The Control of Fertilisers 
(No. 20) Order, 1942, is revoked and the special provisions for local 
distribution of fertilisers in Norfolk and East Sussex are superseded 
by the new arrangements.

Any style 
of upper may be used provided that it covers the foot, and that 
the number of pieces of which the outside upper consists does 
not exceed that stated in the appropriate working particulars.

MARKING OF CAMERAS AND LENSES 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a War 
Emergency British Standard for the Marking of Amateur and- 
Commercial Cameras and Lenses (B.S. 1019-1942). 

This specification lays down the method of marking the focal 
length and the maximum aperture ratio on the lens mount, 
the accuracy of such markings, and also the standard series of 
stop sizes and the marking of distance scales. It also includes 
two appendices dealing with the method of measurement of focal 
length and of maximum aperture.

EXCITER LAMPS FOR 35 MM. PROJECTORS 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard on Exciter Lamps (B.S. 1015). 

At a meeting of the Cinematograph Industry Committee held 
in 1938, consideration was given to a request which had been 
received from the Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Association for 
the preparation of a British Standard for exciter lamps for 
35 mm. projectors. It was decided to appoint a technical 
committee to draft a standard and the present document is a 
result of their labours in which they were ably assisted by the 
Electric Lamp Manufacturers’ Association. 

The specification is divided into six parts, dealing with 
definitions, general procedure, requirements, selection of lamps 
for test, conditions of test and rejection respectively.

PAPER-INSULATED CABLES 
It has been known for some time that a revision of B.S. 480, 
metal-sheathed, paper insulated cables for electricity supply, 
has been under revision. The work was started some years ago, 
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but was temporarily suspended shortly after the outbreak of war. 
The new specification has, however, now been published as 
B.S. 480-1942. 

A comparison between the new specification and the 1933 
edition shows that the number of sizes of conductors has been 
reduced ; shaped conductors only are now standardised, whereas 
previously both shaped and circular conductors were provided 
for; and a single voltage rating of 660 volts has now replaced 
the ratings of 460 and 1,000 volts. Taken together, these three 
features of the new specification will effect a considerable 
simplification of the types and sizes of cables to be made and 
stocked, and the results should be beneficial to manufacturers 
and users alike.

THOMAS GRAY MEMORIAL TRUST 


PRIZES FOR THE IMPROVEMENT AND 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF NAVIGATION

Entries which have already been considered by the judges in the years 
1937-41 are not eligible for further consideration unless they have 
since been materially modified. The Council reserve the right of 
withholding the prize or of awarding a smaller prize if in the opinion 
of the judges no suitable invention is submitted, and in the event 
of more than one such improvement being approved, the Council 
reserve the right of dividing the amount into two or more prizes at 
their discretion. The Council do not claim any rights in respect of 
any invention to which a prize may be awarded. Competitors must 
forward their proofs of claim, between 1 October and 31 December 
1942 to the Acting Secretary, Royal Society of Arts, John Adam 
Street, Adelphi, London, W.C.2. 

Award of Prize offered in 1941.—-In 1941 the Council offered a 
similar prize. Twenty entries were submitted, and the full prize of 
£50 was awarded to Mr. T. E. Metcalfe, O.B.E., of Windsor, for the 
Seaman’s Protective Suit devised by him and provided by the 
Ministry of War Transport in boats and rafts. 

(2) Offer of an Award of £50 for Deed of Professional Merit. 
Many well-deserved honours have been conferred upon officers 
and men of the Merchant Navy for acts of gallantry during the 
present war. The Council of the Royal Society of Arts, as 
Trustees of the Thomas Gray Memorial Trust, are desirous of 
recognising, in addition, the remarkable skill which is constantly 
being displayed at sea during the present struggle. 

They have, therefore, decided to offer an award of £50 to any 
member of the British Merchant Navy for any deed brought to their 
notice which, in the opinion of the judges to be appointed by the 
Council, is of outstanding professional merit. The period to be 
covered by the offer will be the year ending 30 September 1942, and 
the judges will proceed to consider their decision on or after 1 January 
1943.
